assistance—aiter ‘the energy -horse

Let me explain this analogy a 
‘pit further. In Maine, we have one 
of the ‘most efficient weatheriza- 


tion programs in the country. © 


Since its inception in 1977, the 
program. has -weatherized more 
then 17,000 homes in Maine and 
thas saved thousands of dollars on 
energy bills. : 

Maine’s program is administer- 

-ed through the state Division of 
“Community Services. A network of 
16 local program operators, prima- 
‘cily Community Action agencies, 
“has carried out. the weatherization 
projects. The: system works in 
“Maine, and it works well. But the 
Reagan administration has decided 
‘to place weatherization funds in 
community development block. 
grants, meaning that the funds 
will go directly to about 25. eligible 
‘Maine communities. 

“The communities are under no 
‘obligation. to spend the funds on 
weatherization. If they choose to 
ao so, however, the communities 
‘will be forced to waste funds on 
duplicating the administrative ca- 
ability to operate the weatheriza- 
tion program. Such a duplication

I explained my position on this 
matter last week in a letter to 
David Stockman, director of the 
Office of Management and Bud- 
get. But I also argued for a con- 
solidation of the weatherization 
and low-income energy assistance 
programs, which leads me back 
to the barn door-horse aphorism. 

Low-income energy assistance, 
as the name suggests, is a pro- 
gram which aids the disadvantag- 
ed in meeting energy payments. 
‘The program. is particuarly impor- 
tant to Maine, which has suffered. 
more than most from the combin- 
ation of inflation, brutal winter 
weather and poorly . insulated 
homes, 

The plan to divide the two pro- 
grams into separately administer- 
ed funding categories is, I believe, 

am ‘illogical move. The true goal 
of weatherization is to reduce the 
‘waste associated with inefficient 
“heating. If homes receiving low- 
income energy assistance are not 
weatherized, then the energy as- 
sistance money is wasted. By 
failing to weatherize homes that 
received the assistance, we are 
closing the barn door after the 
hhorsée—precious heaf—has escap- 
ed. 

I bélievée that these programs 
should be consolidated under the 
direction of ofié person or agency 
within each state, as I told OMB 
Director Stockman. The effective 
implementation of weatherization. 
eould allow an administrator +o 
stretch the fuel dssistatice dollars. 
It would be in the administratot’s 
est interest, as well as the tax- 
payers’, to identify an weatherize 
the homes that are eligible for 
fuel assistance, but which are in 
no Condition to use the aid effi- 
ciently. : 

As I have stated, I believe 
Strongly in the basie thrust of the 
president’s proposed pudget pack- 
age.

26 Plectrons (Beepers) to help ease 
the situation of people being tied 
up listening for the phone. With 
these units people would be able 
to move’ around within a reason- 
able distance. We cannot continue 
to give you the dedicated service 
we have in the past. I feel Bethel 
needs an Ambulance Service and 
{ also feel that the citizens of our 
town are not rich, and cannot af- 
ford to hire a private service to 
covet our area. It would also be 
less than bright since you already 
have a group of dedicated pro- 
fessional volunteers who have and 
could continue to give you the 
same personal; professional emer- 
gency care you've received in the 
past. 

We also need a place to store 
our equipment where we could al- 
so hold our B.B.AR.S, training 
ay well as the first aid classes We 
offer to the public. Our exquip- 
ment is suffering from. being shuf- 
fled around so inuch, as well as 
out bodies, If you've ever seen us 
transporting owt equipment two 
or three tines a week, you'd ap- 
préciaté out concert. :

Action taken by the House of 
Representatives this week on the 
issue of workers’ compensation 
may signal an unwillingness to 


‘recognize the impact that work- 


ers’ compensation has on ‘the 
state’s economy—which some in- 
formed observers now say has 
approached a “crisis level’. 

Over the past ten years costs of 
workers’ compensation premiums 
to Maine employers have increas- 
ed from approximately $15 million 
to over $100 million. Next year 
alone, the cost of the system will 
increase by 25%—to over $125 mil- 
lion. 

It was this 259% ® increase that ac- 
tivated interest in revising the 
Workers’ Compensation Laws. It 
was felt by many in’ the business 
community that if relief were not 
forthcoming, the économic envir- 
onment in the state would bé seri- 
ously hurt. In fact, statistics put 
out by the Conference of State 
Manufacturers Associations show- 
ed that Maine had dropped from 
15th to 24th in its attractiveness to 
business, and that the state had 
dropped 24 places due to the work- 
ers’ compensation laws alone. 
Maine is currently the poorest 
state in the nation, and it is not 
believed that the state can afford 
to discourage industry in Maine 
any longer. 

Several important points need to 
be made about the workers’ com- 
pensation rates in Maine. First, 
although wages in the state are 
extremely low;. the beiefits paid 
to injured workimien here are the 
fourth highest in the nation. The 
maximum benefit level paid to an 
injured worker is extremely high— 
1665 of the “state average weekly 
wage’, This is set to go up: to 200% 
this simmer.

But, efforts by House Republi- 
cans to provide relief to the over- 
burdened businessman by placing 
a similar 5% cap on Maine’s year- 
ly benefit adjustment failed today 
in a party-line vote. Even with 
this 5% cap, Maine’s benefits 
would be better than those in most 
other states. 

This may be quite significant. 
As mentioned before, employers 
currently face a 25% increase in 
costs this year. It was estimated 
that the 5% cap would have eased 
the increase in the costs of the 
system to the employers by 8%, 
but failure to impose the cap would 
mean that the full burden of the 
25% increase will be felt. 

This could place a difficult strain 
on the economy. It should be point- 
ed out that as the cost of workers’ 
compensation increases, the cost 
of doing business increases. Maine 
products become more expensive 
as businesses pass on their costs 
to the corisumer, and less of their 
products are purchased. This in- 
evitably leads to a decline in pro- 
ductivity atid a severe loss of 
reventie to those states which do 
not overtax their industries. There- 
fore, the attempt to liniit increas- 
es in workers’ compensation can 
be correctly viewed as a debate 
for a more healthy stafe economy, 
more jobs, and a financial future 
which promises consumers and 
workers throughout the state a 
higher standard of living.

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During the past week, the Career 
Education Team in S.A.D. #44 
conducted a very ambitious un- 
dertaking called the Independent 
‘Study Project. 

The project, coordinated by Tom: 
Riley, a teacher at Telstar Mid- 
dle School, gave all of the sen- 
iors at Telstar Regional High 
School a three day work experi- 
ence at a job site of their choice. 
The seniors - were responsible for 
arranging their work experience, 
while nine Telstar teachers served 
as work experience advisors, con- 
ducting on-site visits or- telephone 
briefings with the work experience. 
supervisors at the job site. Several 
local businesses, professional peo- 
ple, and schools sponsored stu- 
dents in independent study pro- 
jects. 

S. A. D. #44 has been engaged 
in Career Education for the past 
three and one-half years, but the 


Independent Study Project was the. 


first time the district attempted 
wide-scale on-site work experience 
for its.-students. Viewing slide- 
tapes, listening to guest-speakers, 
and completing worksheets is no 
substitute for on-site work and ob- 
servation—as many seniors dis- 
covered. At least one: prospective 
secretary, who worked in the Cen- 
tral Office, discovered that office 
work is more than typing, filing, 
and answering the telephone. 

The result of thé Career Educa- 
tion Team's effort was that teach- 


ers, communities, and local busi- 


nesses worked in concert to pro- 


vide Telstar seniors with an op- 


portunity to get a taste of a par- 


ticular career. The Career Ed- 


ucation Team is now analyzing 
the evaluations of the participants, 


and plans to isste a report on the 
Independent Study Project in the :
